The [tata handed over all the arms 
she took from San Diego, consisting of 
5000 rifles. 

The commander of the Itata states 
that the arms were not embarked at 
San Diego, but ata point many miles 
at sea. The Iquique government 
claims that this circumstance modifies 
the situation considerably, and will 
probably result in a speedy solution of 
the difficulties between the Admirals 
and the junta. 

The authorities at the same time de- 
clare that the cargo of the Itata is of 
little importanee, taking into consider- 
ation tie small number of arms.

ADMIRAL M’CANN’S REPORT. 
The Itata to be Convoyed to San 

Dievo by a Cruiser. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—| By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Navy Department 
received official information tonight of 
the peaceful surrender of the Chilean 
insurgent steamer Itata at Iquique 
today. Theinformation was contained 
in a dispatch from Admiral McCann. 
The Itata arrived from Tocopilla last 
night and was placed at the disposition 
of Admiral Cann this morning. 
She had on board, the dispatch says, 


‘| the 5000 riflés and also the ammufition 


taken from the schooner Robert and 
Minnie off the port of San Diego, Cal. 
She had no other. munitions of war 
than those belonging to the ship and 
bad transferred nothing to the Esmer- 
alda, ted off 
Acapulco, Mexico. 

Admiral MeCann says the cruiser 
Charleston arrived at Iquique today 
and the Pensacola is expected before 
night. The Itata will now be sent 
back to San Diego, probably under 
convoy of a cruiser. She will be de- 
livered to the United States Court 
officials at San Diego, and proceedings

Result of the Schramm Dam- 
age Suit. 


AN AWARD OF $4000 “GIVEN 


* 


Two Alleged Insane Persons Dis- 
charged—Lee and Trapanlo En- 
ter a Pilea of Not Guilty— 
General Court Notes. 


The trial of the case of Mrs. Augusta 
Schramm against the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, a suit to recover damages in the sum 
of $50,000, for the loss of plaintiff’s husband, 
by reason of the alleged negligence of the 
defendant, in October, 1837, was resumed 
before Judge Van Dyke andajury in De- 
partment Four yesterday morning. All of 
the testimony being in at the hour of ad- 
journment on Thursday afternoon, nothing 


rematned but to argue the case and submit 
it to the jury. 

The plaiatiff’s case was ably presented by 
Messrs. Bower, Pepper and “Lindenfeld, 
while J. D. Bicknell, Esq., addressed the 
jury on behalf of the defendant. 

The jury finally retired at2 o’clock, and 
after a deliberation of nearly four hours’ 
duration that body returned into court with 
a verdict in favor of the plaintiff, her dam- 
ages being assessed at $4000. 

The facts in the case as 
testimony for the plaintiff are briefly as 
follows: On October 25, 1887, John 
Schramm, the plaintiff’s husband, drove up 
to the City Gardens on San Pedro street, 
near Eighth, and leaving his wagon and 
team standing in frout of the saloon, went 
inside. While he was drinking at the bar, 
he heard a train approaching from Santa 
Monica, and at once ran out, got upon the 
wagon and attempted to drive across the 
track to a place ot safety. In doing so, how- 
ever, the hind wheeis ef the vehicie caught 

u the rails and the horses balked. The 
train, which was running at the rate of 
about fifteen miles an hour, was at Tenth 
street, over one thousand feet distant, when 
Schramm started to cross the track; but. 
although it was high hoon atthe time, and 
a clear day, the engineer did not attempt to 
slacken the speed of his train or do any- 
thing to prevent an accident except to ring 
his bell and blow his whistie. The conse- 
quence was that the loeomotive struck the 
hind part of Schramm’s wagon, smashing it 
to splinters and almost instantly killing 

hramm, 4 

The railroad company alleged that the 
accident w .s entirely due to the negligence 
of Schramm in attempting to cross the 
track when the train was approaching, and 
endeavored to show that everything that 
could possibly be done to prevent the acci- 
dent nad been done by its employés. 

This is the second trial of the case, it hay- 
ing been tried about two years ago, when a 
verdict was returned for the defendant, and 
the plaintiff then moved fora new trial, but 
the motion was denied. An appeal was 
taken to the Supreme Court. before which 
it was argued atthe last October term and 
the case was remanded for a new trial. 

NOT CRAZY ENOUGH TO BE CONFINED. 

Mrs. Josephine Pellegrini, a native of 
France, 39 yearsof age, appeared before 
Judge Smith and two commissioners ap- 


pointed by the Court, for examination as to 
her sanity, yesterday afternoon in Vepart- 
ment One. The unfortunate woman and 
her husband, George Pellegrini, at one time 
conducted a restaurdot on Main street be- 
tween First and Second streets, but were 
obliged to give it up on account of financial 
reverses, and of late have been iu the candy 
business on South Spring street. III-health 
and the worry induced by their misfortune 
affected Mrs. Pellegrini’s mind to such an 
extent that for several days past it has been 
evident to her friends that she was insane, 
and fearing that she would do herself some 
injury ber husband sought to have her com- 
mitted to an asylum. One of her illusions

in person, and on one occasion she re- 
mained in an attitude of prayer, with a 
crucifix firmly pressed to her dosom, from 
9 o’clock at night until daylight, in a vain 
effort to scare her tormentoraway. It being 
shown that the unfortunate woman was not 
at all violent, and it being evident that she 
was suffering from some internal malady, 
the Court discharged her from custody and 
returned her to the custody of her husband 
for medical treatment. 

An Italian, named Peter Sappo, 35 years 
of age, was brought iu fromthe Toler ranch 
yesterday and taken before Judge Shaw and 
two commissioners appointed to examine 
him as to his sanity, on complaint of J. E. 
Bracklaw, who stated that Sappo wandered 
off muttering to himself, refused to eat and 
evinced several other signs of incompetency. 
As there was no reason, however, to believe 
that the unfortunate man would do either 
himself er others any injury the Court or- 
dered him discharged. 

GRANTED A RE-REFERENCE. 

In the United States Circuit Court, yes- 
terday morning, Judge Koss heard and 
granteda motion for a re-reference of the 
case of the Union Loan and Trust Com- 
peer vs. the Southern California Motor 

oad Company and others. The motion 
which was argued by E. H. Lamme, Esq., 
practically reopens the case for the ‘taking 
of further testimony therein, by which the 


plaintiff expects to prove that the bonds in 


question were issued and paid for in good 
taith, For this purpose, on motion of W. 
P. Gardiner, Esq., one of the bondholders, 
a New Yorker named Garretson was al- 
lowed tointervene. R. E. Houghton, Esq., 
vigorously opposed both motions, but to no 
purpose, as the Court granted them. 
PLEADED NOT GUILTY. 

In Department One, yesterday morning, 
Truman Lee and George A. Trepanio, the 
two railroad men charged with robbery, ap- 
peared before Judge Smith with their coun- 
sel, C. W., Pendleton, Esq., and filed a de- 
murrer to the information on file against 
them en the usual statutory grouads.

THE MILLER MURDER. 


THE AUTHORITIES STILL AT WORK 
ON THE CASE. 


Miles Says He Will Do Everything In 
His Power to Ferret Out the 
Murderer—The Dead 
Man’s Affairs. 


There are no new developments in the 
Miller wurder, but the police authorities do 
not propose to stop work, and while they 
say they have nothing to report, it is known 
that several points are being looked up. 
The Sheriff's office is also making an in- 
vestigation, and with the various detective 
agencies all busily engaged, it is not de- 
yond the range of possibilities that the dark 
mystery may yet be cleared up, and the 
guilty assassin brought to justice. 

. Since Miles’s release he has been getting 
his affairs in shape, and yesterday called at 
the police station and demanded the keys 
to the saloon, as the surviving partner. 
Chief Glass did not feel justified in in turn- 
ing them over until be had taken legal ad- 
vice, as Miller owned everything in the 
place, aud Miles only had a working inter- 
est. The keys had not been turned over 
yesterday afternoon, but it is probabie that 
some sort of an arrangement may be made 
today. Miles has stated to Thomas F. 
Crane, a friend and business associate of 
Millér’s, that he will do all in his power to 


assist in ferreting out the murderer, and 


has also wade the same statement at the 
Sheritl’s office. — 
net Glass has been criticized ln certain 
quarters for having arrested Miles, and the 
wlatement made cthat there was no ground 
for it. While Miles has been discharged by 
the magistrate, and it is thereture to be pre- 
sumed that not enough evidence was pra- 
duced to hold him for the crime, the arrest 
was fully justified by all the circumstances, 
and the result was to Miles’s advantage as 
he bas been judicially declared innocent of 
the deed. Cuief Glass did not act hastily 
in the matter. Before the arrest 
was made telegrams were sent to 
every place where Miles had lived. 
and it was his misfortune that in 
every instance the replies were unfavorabie 
to him. Then the discovery of the blood- 
stained hammer benind the dar, when 
Miles, in his statement to the Chief, nad 
said that no one could get behind the bar 
without bis knowisdge, was regarded as a 
strong circumstance. It was a fact that a 
hurrible murder had been committed, under 
very peculiar circumrtances, and the Chief 
was justified in takiug every possible meas- 
ure to discover the perpetrator of the 
crime. It was Miles’s misfortune that cir- 
cumstances were against him, but it was not 
the fauit of the Chief of Police that he was 
locked up, and if no arrest bad been made 
there would have been good cause for cum- 


plaint. 

Miller's will has been filed for probate. 
By the terms of the instrument everything 
is left to bis wife, who is the executor with- 
out bond or time of settlement. 

It is understood that Miller's estate is not 
as large as was generally believed. When 
be came to Los Aügeles he brought with 
him abv ut sixty thousand dollars. Most of 
this money has been spent, and Mrs. Miller 
says that where it has gone is a msstery to 
her. Of cour e, some of it was invested, 
and the balance probably went in specula- 
tion. Miller owns a piece of property in 
Kansas City worth about fifty thous nd 
dollars, which brings in an income of #350 
per month.

MISTOOK HIS MAN. 


How a Deputy Sheriff Lost 
His Position. 


HIS IMPUDENT PROPOSAL 


An Attemptto Bribe Chief of Police 
Glass Which Resulted Disas- 
trously for the Man . 
WhotTried it. 


The: annoucement of the substitution of 
Deputy Sheriff C. L. Cruz for R. F. Sepul- 
veda, as bailiff of Department .One of the 
Superior Court, on Tuesday last, following 
as ſt did upon the motion for a new trial in 
the Fiemiug case, on the ground that, 
among other things, the jury had been al- 
lowed to separate and read the evening 
hewspapers, led a number of people into 
the belief that Sépulveda had been removed, 
somewhat arbitrarily, for this alleged dere- 
liction of duty, Such, however, was not 
the case, although in the face of the fact 
that the authorities at the Sheriff’s office 
maintained an imperviabie reticence about 
the matter, this seemed to be the ony 
plausible theory for the sudden exchange. 
I'he truth, however, (like murder) “will 
out,” and yesterday the following facts were 
gieaned by a Times reporter: 

On May 25 last, about 9 m., Deputy 
Sheriff R. F. Sepulveda called upon Chief 
ot Police Glass, and at hie request was ac- 
corded an interview with that official in his 
private office. He then announced that hie 
had called upon the Chief at the earnest 
request of a Chinaman named Toe Sue. wuo 
had proffered him $100 in cash fur his ser- 
vices; Tee Sue was very anxious to re- 
commence operatious as the proprietor of 
tifteen fan-tan games in Chinatown, and 
was willing to pay for the privilege of being 
allowed to do 60 exclusively. He had 
therefore sought Sepuiveda and requested 
him to secure the desired permission from 
his superior officer. On learning that the 
Sheriff bad nothing to do with the matter, 
but that the Chief of Police alone controlled 
it, Tee Sue blandly suggested that his 
friend Sepulveda interview that official and 
lay the proposition before him. Chiet 
Glass, somewhat at a loss to 
comprehend his visitor’s meaning, interro- 
gated him, and learned that Tee Tue pro- 
posed to pay over to Sepulveda, every Mon- 
day, the sum of $200, which was to be 
divided between the Chief and the Deputy 
Sheriff, as they should agree upon between 
themselves. That the utmost secrecy 
should be observed between the three was 
obvious, cousequently Tee Sue must not be 
seen at ihe pollee station, and Sepulveda 
theref re would act as the go-between. 

Chief Giass at first refused to believe his 
ears, and suagested that Sepulveda retain 
the $100 until next day, and he would then 
arrest Lee Sue for bribery, but Sepuiveda 
dispelled all doubt by stating that he had 
promised to return the money that night if 
the Chief refused to give his consent to the 
proposition. Mr. Giass, of course, refused 
to entertain the idea, and Sepuiveda left the 
office apparently very much surprised. 

For several days afterward Chief Glass, 
being busily engaged in the Miller murder 
mystery. was unable to see Sheriff Gibson. 
but finally on Monday last he informed that 
gentieman of his deputy’s conduct. Sepul- 
veda, when questioned about the affair, ad- 
mitted the whole transaction, but attempted 
to square himself by stating that he in- 
tended to entrap the Chinaman and arrest 
him, ‘Shortiy afterward, however, he was 
taken up to the police station and con- 
tronted with Chief Giass, who naturally 
denied this assertion, and Sepulveda tacitly 
acknowledged everything said by the Chief 
in his presence. Hie was then requested to 
hand in his resignation, and, this having 
been done, he anneunced bis intention of 
leaving for Mexico, and as he has not 


shown up since it is.very probable that he 
nas carried 


bis resolution into effect.

That is what makes the gas jump 
and flare so, All the gas coming through 
the pipes is not burned, and that is 
where the patent governors and regula- 
tors step in. 
But the consumer can that 
just as well without a governor by turn- 
ing the gas partially off at his meter un- 
til he gets a stream just about adequate 
to the number of lights he uses. It 
makes the light steady, and saves about 
20 to 25 per cent. of gas to the consumer.

A SIDE LIGHT ON WORLD’S FAIR 
MET HODS, 


The Illinois Legislature yesterday 
distinguished itself by getting up a 
free fight over the World’s Fair appro- 
priation, which a number of the mem- 
bers desired to reduce from 31,000,000 
to about half thatsum. This is not a 
very graceful action on the part of the 
Illinois people, who will reap so much 
benefit from the big show. ; 

In this connection we may mention 
that, under the head of The Perma- 
nent Improvement of Chicago,” the 
Sacramento Record-Union publishes 
an editorial which casts an invidious 
side light on Chica go’s attitude toward 
the exposition. Commenting on the 
surprise expressed by some journals 
that the World’s Fair authorities 
should spend ffom $7000 to $8000 in 
advertising the show in one New 
York paper, the Record-Union’ claims 
that the $10,000,000 added by Chicago 
to the $2,000,000 given by the Govern- 
ment of the United States is just 
as much a part of the public fund as 
the money appropriated from the 
publictreasury. The national commis- 
sion, upon which California is repre- 
sented, has decided that not one dollar 
of this fund shall be used in promotion 
of the exposition itself, but that all 
shall be deliberately and purposely de- 
voted to the permanent improvement 
of the city of Chicago. That city 
offered, and the offer was accepted, a 
swamp lying on its southerly limits , 
known as Jackson Park. This place 
was examined by Frederick Law Oim- 
stead, the most celebrated landscape 
gardener in the United States, who 


reported that it was totally unfit for the 


purpose to which it was proposed to de- 
vote it. Itcould be made fit, how- 
ever, by costly filling, and this proceed- 
ing has evidently been resolved upon. 

The sum of the matter is, says the 
Record-Union, that the $10,000,000 
whica the Government required to be 
raised by the locality receiving the 
favor of having the fair held within its 
borders is to be devoted exclusively to 
the permanent improvement of this 
park and the construction of buildings 
which will constitute a permanent ad- 
dition to the value of real estate of the 
city of Chicago, and to its attractions 
asacity. The exhibitors throughout 
the world are expected to make the 
exhibition aud thereby attract the gate- 
money. The bublie appropriations are 
to be used 


— 


hold the exhibition. If Chicago is re- 


— — 


the sale of privileges—which she cer- 
tainly will be—and if a surplus is 
created itallinures tothe benefit of 
Ohicago. That city will make 
fifty millions out of the World’s 
Fair, Her hotels, theaters, sa- 
loons, stores and street rail- 
ways will get the lion's share of 
this money. but at last she will have 
acquired $12,000,000 worth of perma- 
nent improvements at the expense of 
the public. In this situation she stands 
disclosed merely as a showman and 
hence can afford to advertise. 
The Sacramento journal adds: 


So far as California is concerned, her 
most patriotic and enterprising citizens 
have entertained the hope that she would 
be able to present to the world her many 
attractions, producing a conviction of the 
existence of undeveloped resources here 
awaiting the awakening Influences of eu- 
ergy and enterprise. Up to the present 
time every effort in this difection has been 
foiled by the action of the national commis- 
sion. That body seems to have desired 
nothing beyond conducting a great show at 
Chicago for the benefit of that city. 


It is to be hoped that future devel- 
opments may show up the World’s 
Fair authorities in amore favorable 
light, and that the peopie of the 
United States may have no cause per- 
manently to regret that the lot fell to 
Chicago, in favor of which city the 
Pacific Coast cast its influence. 


ABOVE THE CLOUDS BY RAIL, 


The inauguration of a strong com- 
pany to build and operate an electric 
railway to the summit of Wilsen’s 
Peak wilibe hailed with delight by 
residents of Los Angeles. Many who 
would greatly like to visit this attrac- 
tive resort above the clouds have been 
deterred by the fatigue entailed by the 
ride up the trail on the hurricane deck 
of a patient and deliberate burro. 
When the railway is completed it will 
be quite feasible to run up from Los 
Angeles and back in a day, with no 
more exertion than is required 
for a trip to Santa Monica. 
We shall then be able to go up about 
Christmas and occasionally enjoy a 
game of snow-balling. The necessary 
adjunct of a first-class tourist hotel on 
on the summit will, of course, follow, 
and many will stay there for days or 
weeks, enjoying the pure atmosphere, 
the odor of the pines, and the wide- 
spreading view over mountain, valley 
and plain, extending to the ocean and 
the islands. 0 

Switzerland, which has been calle 
the playground of Europe, has a dozen 
or more of these mountain railroads 
aud is constantly building fresh ones. 
It has even been decided to scale the vir- 
gin snow-clad heights of the Jungfrau 
by means of a railway, a large portion 
of which will be through tunnels in the 
solid rock. On some of these moun- 
tains, at elevations of from 5000 to 
10,000 feet, are mammoth hotels, con- 
taining every luxury, and they are al- 
ways crowded during the season. 
In America there is a railway up 
Mount Washington and another 
up Pike’s Peak. One great advantage 
which the Wilson’s Peak road will have 
over all mountain roads yet constructed 
is that it can, if necessary, be operated 
all the year round. Some of the Swiss

SOUTHERN TIMBER LANDS, 


Within.a Few Years the Lumber Sup- 
ply Must Come.from the South. 
Mr. A. P. Hull contributes an article 

on »The Forest Wealth of the South“ 

to the current number of Dixie, which 
contains some valuable information: 

New England, says Mr. Hull, which 

once supplied the markets of the coun- 

try with white pine, bas been so de- 
nuded of its forests that it has ceased 
to be a factor of any great importance 
in the lumber world. The most impor- 


cepton the Pacific slope, is now the 


white pine region of the great lakes, 
and it is being rapid!y swept of its for- 
ests. In 1860 the lumber product of that 
region, comprising the States of Mich- 
gan, Wisconsin and Minnesota, was 
1,600,000,000 feet. In 1889 the output 
had risen to 8,300,000,000 feet. The 
value of white pine lands advanced in 
the same period from less than $2 an 
acre to prices ranging from $30 to $75 
an acre. The total amount of timber 
now standing in the region is estimated 
at less than 120, 000,000, 000 feet, and, at 
the present rate of cutting, the supply 
will be exhausted in less than fifteen 
yeurs. 

The South now: holds within its bor- 
ders the reservesupply of the country’s 
timber. According to recent carefully 
prepared statistics, the yellow pine 
still standing in the South is estimated 
at from 215.000, 000,000 to 230,000,000,- 
000 feet, while hardwood and other 
lumber is estimated at from 570. 
000,000,000 to 580,000. 000, 0000, mak- 
ing a grand total of about 
800.000, 000, 000 feet, worth, at $10 per 
thousand, $5,000,000,000. The rapid 
exhaustion of the white pine forests in 
the North and Northwest has. however, 
begun to tell on the southern forests. 
The total value of the products of 
southern lumber industries for the 


census year 1880 was $46,977,000. Ino 


1890 the value of the same products 
bad risen to $102,120,000. As the sup- 
ply in other parts of the country is 
diminished, the demand on the South - 
ern States will increase, and these 
States will be well-nigh denuded of 
their merchantable timber when two or 
three more decades shall have pabed. 
The South Atlantic Land and Lumber 
Company of Georgia, just organized, 
has capitalized its property at $5,000,- 
000, and its output as stated will be 
300,000,000 feet of lumber a year. 
During the year 1890, says Mr. 
the number of Bawmills at work in the 
South was 2,822, and the number this 


year 1s probably not less than 3,500,

“IMPURTANT IF TRUE“ 


There is a rumor current that Corp. 
C. W. Palm, editor of the Daily 
(Court) Journal, is about to withdraw 
from that paper and accept a similar 
position in Garvanza. It was impos- 
sible yesterday to verify the rumor, as 
Corp. Palm had left the city, “for a 
month’s vacation,” as was stated by 
grapevine in East Los Angeles. 

Froma gentleman who claimed to 
be informed, the following statement 
was obtained: 


„It is known that the Journal has 
been in severe financial straits ever 
since its ‘fall down’ onthe county tax 
list, when it went to heavy expense in 
the purchase of néw material for the 
work, having expended something like 
one hundred aud thirteen dollars for 
type. Asthe purchase was made on 
credit, and the paper failed to secure 
the contract, it is supposed that the 
creditors became uneasy. One of the

The financial embarrassments 
into which the paper has been plunged, 
consequent upon the setting of big dis- 
play headlines over stale and insignifi- 
cant news, have been a source of great 
dissatistaction to the stockholders, 
some of whem have from time to time 
threatened to put a head on the man- 
agement. The constant adulation of 
all perry adherents, irrespective of 
merit, especially if they had incurred 
the approval of Mr, Osborne, had served 
to excite nausea. So noticeable had 
this become, that it was urged by some 
to start a new aflernoon paper,

IT CONSUMMATES A GIGANTIG 
DEAL.

Its Last -Remaining Rivale in the 
West Bought Out—The Price 
Supposed to Be About

CHicaco, June 4.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A gigantic deal, nego- 
tiations toward which have been car- 
ried on for the past week, was consum- 
mated this evening at the Auditorium 
Hotel.

The news of the purchase was 
a surprise, although rumors, which 
were denied by the owners of the pur- 
chased distilleries, had been persist 
ently in circulation. A number of the 
largest stockholders) in the trust have 
been in the city during the progress ot 
the negotiations, which, with great 
secrecy, have been carried ou in Presi- 
dent Greenhut’s rooms, The sales of 
both plants included real estate, ma- 
chinery, patents, etc. 

In connection with the purchase the 
Whisky Trust directors disclaim any 
intention to advance prices. They 
absolutely refuse to give the purchase 
prices, merely stating that tne pur- 
chase was for cash and at a figure alike 
satisfactory tosellersand buyers.

An alarm was 
sounded in port. but the vessels lay so 
close together that the gunners in the 
forts dared not fire for tear of hitting 
their own vessel. 

The Magellanes next attacked the 
Lynch, which returned her fire. A 
boat which had been sent from the 
Lynch with ten men to attack the 

agellanes with a torpedo, was blown 
out of the water and the smokestack 

f the Lynch was carried away. 
n the meantime the Condell 
steamed to the outside of the 
Magelianes, thus getting the latter 
between two fires. The Magellanes 
Was shot through and through, and 
‘over forty of the crew were soon dead 
or dying. The night was dark and her 
captain resorted to a ruse to escape 
from his dangerous position, The 
Magellanes ceased firing and went 
astern, leaving the two  govern- 
ment vessels pouring shot into each 
other until the Condell began filling 
rapidly. The trick was not discovered 
until the Magellanes crossed the stern 
of the Condell, pouring in a broadside 
-that nearly demolished the latter, dis- 
mounted every gun and killed four- 
teen and wounded six of the Condell’s 


cre W. 


The Magellanes then steamed out of 
the harbor, followed by a shower of 
shot and shells, one of which exploded 
on her decks, tearing a big hole, dis- 

ling four 


mounting a pivot gun and kil 


men. ‘The vessel then steamed to 
Caldera. The fight was one of the hot- 


test of the war and over a hundred 


men were killed and many wounded. 
The Condell had to be beached to pre- 
vent her sinking and the Aldea was so 
badly damaged that it will take a long 
time to repair her.

CHAIN THEM UP, TAKE A WHIP AND 
DON’T SHOW ANY FEAR. 


When They Jump at You Hit Em, Talk 
to Em, Hit Em Again if They Jamp at 
You and Let Km Know You’re Their 
Master—That’s the Way to Train Tigers. 


“So you think there ain’t any work 
done in winter quarters, eh?” said George 
Conklin, superintendent of Barnum’s 
menagerie, as he chewed a bit of straw 
by the big sfove in the middle of the 
wild animal room in the quarters at 

Bridgeport. No work; eh? You think 
we just loaf all winter, keep the fires 
up and feed the animals? Well, that 
shows how much you know abont it. Do 
you see that den of tigers over there?” 

Mr. Conklin and his visitor ap- 
proached a long cage standing in line 
with many other cages in along one 
story brick building, which bounded the 
eastern end of the great inclosure which 
the big show occupies during the winter 
season. The cage had five Bengal tigers 
in it. Four of them were together. The 
fifth was separated from the others by a 
temporary iron grating. Two of the 
four tigers which were in company had 
thick leather collars round their necks, 
and stout chains several feet long fast- 
ened to them. The tiger in solitary con- 
finement was similarly harnessed. 

“Well,” said Mr. Conklin, ‘I'll tell you 
one thing wedo besides feeding these 
tigers. We train them. Those fellows 
in there who have chains on them, and 
are just now spitting and growling at us 
in such savage style, are new. Wehave 
had them only a month or two. The 
others are old boys who will let me go 
into the cage and not say a word to me. 
By the time we.go on the road they will 
all let me go into the cage. I give them 
a lesson every day. That's one thing we 
do during the winter.” l 

HOW TO TRAIN TIGERS. 

„How do you tame them?“ asked the 

“It’s easily done,” said the trainer 
carelessly. ‘‘Every day I have the men 


catch the ends of the chains which hold | 


the new. tigers, and fasten them to the 
bars so they can only move a certain dis- 
tance; Then T arm myself with a raw- 
hide whip and a stout club and enter the 
cage. I take achair with me and sit 
down in a corner. 

“The minute I get in the untrained 
tigers spring at me. No doubt they 
would chew me to shreds if they got at 
me, but the chains hold them back and 
they only tumble on the floor. I hit 
them smartly with the whip and they 
crouch back’ and snarl. After a little I 
shove my chair closer. Then they jump 
at me again, but again are thrown down 
by their chains. 

“I shove closer and repeat the pro- 
gramme, and finally 1 get so close that 
they can touch me with their noses, but 
not bite me. Here I sit for a long time, 
talking to them as long as they remain 
quiet, and switching them: with all the 
force possible when they become fierce. 
In the coursé of a few weeks they be- 
come used to my entrance, and only 
cringeandsnarlatme. Then Itry them, 
one by One, without a chain. 

I have never so far used the club. Now 
I hold it ready to deal a mighty blow if 
necessary, but it is seldom necessary. 
The tiger is subdhedeand permits my en- 
trance whenever I have got 
thése tigers here nearly trained. They 
snarl yet, you see, but next week I will 
tackle them without chains. That fel- 
low in the other compartment is tract- 
able enough, but he persists in fighting 
with the big Bengal, so we have to keep 
them separate. Do you see that long 
mark on his belly? He and the big fel- 
low had a particularly hard fight the 
other day, and that is one result. 

POWER OF THE HUMAN EYE. 

“Tf we hadn’t had the big fellow’s claws 
clipped beforehand he'd have ripped open 
the new one from end to end. So there's 
another delicate job forme. Ive got to 
get those tigers on good terms.“ 

Is there any basis of truth in the 
many stories titat ars told of the power 
of the human eye over wild beasts?” 

„Not the slightest,” said Conklin dis- 
dainfully. Of course it is true that a 
man who aims to subdue wild beasts 
must show a fearless front, and no doubt 
the eye shares with the body generally 
the task of impressing the beast. But 
the real requisite is real fearlessness. If 
a man’s heart is sturdy he need not care 
a rap about his eyes. He can leave them 
to themselves, just as he leaves the other 
members of his body. The secret of 
taming wild beasts is the realization that 
All wild beasts, however ferocious, are at 
heart cowards—particularly if they be- 
long to the cat family, as lions, tigers, 
leopards and panthers do. That granted, 
a stout heart, a stout arm and a stout 
whip or club is all that is necessary. |

OLD OFFICERS RE-ELECTED 


Next Annual Meeting at Riverside— 
Other Locals of Interest— 
Some Personals and 
Brevities.

The third and closing day of the an- 
nual meeting of the California Univer- 
salist Convention opened at 8:30 
o’clock yesterday morning with a con- 
ference meeting led by Mrs. H. B. 
Manford of Sierra Madre, late presi- 
dent ot the Woman's Association of 
Illinois. 

At 9 o’clock the business session was 
opened with prayer by Rev. 8. Good- 
enough of Oakland. — 

The Committee on Official Reports 
submitted the following report: 

First—We recommend that so much 
of the report of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the convention as refers to the 
establishment of a church of our faith 
in San Francisco, be adopted, with the 
additional recommendation that active 
steps be instituted to supplement the 
pledges of the two faithful friends 
mentioned as largely as possible. 

Second—We recommend the adop- 
tion of the report upon the Santa Cruz 
Mission, and the continuation of such 
aid as the mission may need and the 
convention can extend during the com- 


ipg year. 
Third— We recommend that this 
convention instruct its. secretary 


urgently to request of the general con- 
vention to appoint an assistant gen- 
eral secretary for the Pacific Coast. 

Fourth—We recommend that this 
convention take immediate action in 
connection with the generous friend 
mentioned to secure the funds neces- 
sary to the establishment of a training 
school for the ministry, at the earliest 
practicable date. 

Fifth—We recommend the adop- 
tion of a systematic plan, as outlined 
by the Executive Committee, for ob- 
taining stated and regular contribu- 
tions from all known Uuiversalists in 
the State to the funds of this con ven- 
tion. 

Sixth—We recommend the adoption 
of such remaining portions of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee’s report as are not 
herein specially mentioned. 

Seventh—We recommend the adop- 
tion of the secretary's and treasurer’s 
report as read. | 

Eighth— We recommend that the 
secretary of this convention be in- 
structed to advertise in the leading 
journals of the State, extensively 
enough to reach the entire reading 
public of this commonwealth, asking 
every Universalist whose eye it may 


reach to communicate his address to 


the secretary. in order that we may 
reach our whole constituency with our 
gentiy. 

The report was adopted section by 
section as printed above. 

The Committee on Elections reported 
the officers and delegates present at 
the session. 

The Committee on Nominations pre- 
sented the following names for officers 
to serve during the epsuing year: 
President, A. J. Throop of Pasadena; 
vice-president, Rev. G. H. Deere, D. 
D., of Ri verside; secretary, Rev. E. L. 
Coager, D. D., of Pasadena; treasurer, 
A. Conger of Pasadena. The 
nominations were made unanimous, 
and the officers were reélected by 
acclamation. W. L. Hardison of Oak- 
land was elected trustee for a term of 
three years. Riverside was chosen as 
the place for holding the next annual 
convention. 

Rev, Edgar Leavett read the report 
of the Santa Cruz parish. While the 

arish is not yet self-sustaining the 

ope was expressed that within an- 
other year it willbe. The receipts for 
the year foot up a total of $621.10. 

At 11:30 o’clock there was commun- 
lon service. Adjournment followed 
until 2 o’clock. 

The topic set apart for the afternoon 
session was Sunday-school and Young 
People’s Work.“ The opening address 
was made by Rev. J. S Thomson of 
Los Angeles. He talked on A Ques- 
tion for Young People.“ The speaker 
argued in favor of bringing up children 
in contact with the world as it is; to 
teach them to distinguish between 
right and wrong and then, instead of 
attempting to shield them from all 
evil, let them meet it face to face. It 
was urged that it is a mistake to 
keep all that is wicked hid- 
den from children, for if brougut 

an atmosphere of purely 


good things, when they go out into the 
world an meet temptations the 


chances are they will fall. The sub- 


ject was ably discussed and made a 


25 State conventions, 55 2 people's 
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deep impression on those present. 


iss N. Shaw of Oakland then 
read a paper on “Young People’s 
rk.“ The paper was of consider- 


able length but happily written in a 
manner that won the undivided atten- 
tion of those present. It is impossible 
to do it justice in this brief synopsis. 
It detailed the work of the Young 
People’s Christian Union, and 
more especially that of the Young 
People’s Christian Endeavor Society at 
Oakland, showing what an essential 
factor this organization is in bringing 
young people into the church. 

A paper on *Hindrances to Prog- 
ress, was next read by C. C. Spald- 
ing. The history ofthe birth of Uni- 
versalism and the consequent new 
Bystem of theology embraced by its 
doctrines, were outiined. The speaker 
went on to show what has been accom- 
plished since this revolution began, 
more than a hundred years ago. The 
figures are interesting. From nothing 
has developed a general convention, 


missionary societies, 5 
47 X. P. C. U., 8 King’s Daughters, 


112 miscellaneous societies, 4 colleges, 


8 theological seminaries, 5. preparatory 
schools, 9 periodicals and newspapers, 
1 publishing house, 118 professors and 
teachers, 1231 students; property, over 
debts, of $11,931,925, 995 parishes, 42,- 
914 -families, 753 church organ- 
izations, 41,362 church members, 
679 Sunday-schools. 56,472 scholars, 
and 802 church edifices. Most of this 
work has been accomplished during the 
past thirty years. The subject of ‘the 
pager Was most intelligently discussed, 
and covers such a wide range that no 
adequate idea of it can be embraced in 
the brief space bere allotted. 

An interesting paperembracing much 
original thought, was read by Pr. D. 
W. Mott of Santa Paula. It was 
headed The World's Book-keeping. 

Tune substance of the argument is 
hinted at in these words: All mind 
and all matter are engaged in book-

telligent individual is daily carrying 

on transactions in the world's moral 

capital, and ledger accounts of these 

transactions are being kept whether 
we know it or not. The debit and 

credit sides each receive their own ap- 
priate entries of items, and each entry 

is a definite record for good or for bad 

of some moral transaction.” 

A business session followed. Rev. 
Edgar Leavett, for the committee on 
resolutions, submitted a resolution 
from the Woman’s Association recom- 
mending that all churches organize 
and sustain conference meetings for 
the cultivation of the religious facul- 
ties. Unanimously passed. 

A resolution recommending the a 
proval of T. P. C. U. or v. P. C. E. 
societies by the denomination was 
passed. 

A resolution embracing the subject 
of temperance was read and referred 
back to a committee composed of Rev. 
E. Leavett, Rev. S. Goodenough and 
Rev. C. C. Spalding. 

The following resolution was passed 
by arising vote: Resolved, that the 
delegates and visitors in attendance 
upon this convention who reside in 
other parts of the State hereby express 
to our friends in Pasadena our appre- 
ciation and hearty thanks for the warm 
welcome and perfect entertainment we 
have received at their hands.“ 

Several other resolutions of minor 
importance were passed, when the con- 
vention adjourned. : 

*Universalism’’ was the subject dis- 
cussed at the evening session. Rev. S. 
A. Gardner was the first speaker, and 
bis topic was What is Universalism?”’ 
The speaker said in part: “Why 
should I be called upon to answer this 
question? We have a confession of 
faith or creed, consisting of three 
short articles. The best thing about 
this creed is that it does not mean any- 
thing. It neverdid mean anything. 
Like every other creed that. was 
moulded inthe hot fires of contro- 
versy, it was a compromise. Our de- 
nomiration has always refused to 
place an official e upon 
our statement of belief. Our creed is 
a skeleton, Every person decorates it 
according to his taste. and some bave 
not the taste to decorate it at all. 
Universalism is biblical Christian- 
ity. Universalism is nationalism at 
its best. Finally, Universalism 
as I conceive of it, is human reason at 
its best, coming in contact with men, 
with women aud with children. It is 
contact with reason, conscience and 
affection; it is contact with scholar- 
ship, science and philosophy; it is con- 
tact with earth and heaven, with the 
here and the hereafter.” 

Rev. Dr. Conger apoke next on 
“What Universalism has Done.“ 
Briefly summed up, he said it had en- 
throned reason and conscience in 
supreme place, that it seeks to give the 
true character of God to His children, 
and to call the world's attention to the 
right interpretation of scriptures; that 
it has shown the true place of man in 
God’s economy, and that it is found in 
coOperation in these same great lines 
and in harmony with the highest criti- 
cism, and with the true genius of re- 
form and advancing work 

Judge Enoch Kuight of Los Angeles 
delivered the closing address on 
“What Universalism O — 


in tomorrow’s issue. 

This morning at 8:30 o’clock the del- 
egates will assemble at the church pre- 
paratory to a drive about town.
